A PRESENTATION. 

Mr. Raymond Victory, in the unavoidable 
absence of the chairman oí the Society, Mr. 
T. 8. C. Dagg, responded, At the conclusion 
of his speech he handed to Maestro Viam a 
gold inscribed cigarette case as a souvenir of 
the week and a token of the members’ esteem 
and affection. Maestro Viani acknowledged 
the gift and spoke of his confidence im the 
ability of the Society to present further 
operas with success.

“Cavalleria Rusticana’’ and ‘Gianni 
Schicchi,’’ but at the last moment they had 
beenr obliged to postpone the production of 
“ L’Elisir d’amore.’ ‘That opera, however, 
had been prepared and rehearsed, and they 
hoped to perform it and other operas as well 
if there were signs of public demand for 
them. 


A STATE SUBSIDY. 

He believed that their performance during 
the past week justified the Society in claim- 
ing public support. Indeed, he suggested 
that its efforts might warrant State subsidy.

£1,000 a year. If the Dublin Operatic 
Societv were granted only one-fifth of that 
suin, they at produce any opera that was 
called for.

The Sally Gap. 


If any of my motoring readers is con- 
templating a trip from Dublin to the Sally 
Gap in the near future, I should recom- 
mend him strongly to forget it. I was 
reckless to undertake the 
journey on Saturday, en route to Glenda- 
lough, and I shal) not forget my experience 
for some time. All went well until I got 
about two miles beyond Glencree Reforma- 
tory, when the band began to play with 
a vengeance. The road up from Ennis- 
kerry was reasonably good, but just before 
we got to the place where the Liffey rises 
we ran into a regular morass. From this 
point right up to the Gap the road is 
in a really shocking condition. It looked 
for all the world like portion of the 
Ypres salient after heavy artillery had 
been brought up the line. The ruts in 
the roadway were at least a foot deep, 
and if I had not happened to have had 
a fairly powerful car I never could have 
got through.

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Crocodile Skin. 


I wonder if the women to whom shoes 
and bags made of crocodile skins are now 
as familiar as those of ordinary leather 
ever ponder on the skill and ingenuity 
that go to the making of them. In the 
first place, only the underneath part of 
the reptile can be used—the hard, horny 
back being quite useless—and the cutting 
of the best-marked pieces is a md@tter which 
requires not only great skill, but long ex- 
perience, if there is to be no wastage. The 
finished article has to be visualised, so 
that the markings will show to advantage, 
and, as the skins are delicate and easily 
damaged, they have to be, handled with 
care. 


Che Forge Fire. 


The ancient Brehon laws seem to have 
provided for every emergency, even for 
the chance injury suffered by a man wait- 
ing in a forge and there inconvenienced by 
the sparks. 

According to the old law of compensa- 
tion, there were among such _ loiterers 
‘‘ profitable workers’’ and “ idlers,’’ and 
the awaMis were quite different in both 
eases. The profitable workers were those 
who went very early to the forge and, 
while waiting their turn, fell asleep 
‘before their iron was in the fire.” If 
such a man was injured by sparks, it was 
none of his fault, since he ought to have 
been warned, and both the blacksmith and 
the blower were compelled to pay com- 
pensation. In some cases the blower only 
was liable, but, if the smith had urged 
him to “blow strongly,” he, too, had to 
share in the expenses. In the case of 
idlers the compensation was very much 
less, if it existed at all; for these were 
the people who “ watched their iron put 
into the fire.”” and then went to sleep 
regardless of the danger. While the black- 
smith was engaged in actually striking the 
sledge on the anvil he was bv these old 
laws ‘‘exempt from penalty for injuries 
arising from the work.”’

Anotber centenary will dawn on us this 
time next year. On March 22nd, nincty- 
nine years ago, Johann Wolfgang Goetue 
quictly breathed his last in an armchair 
in his home at Weimar, having in the 
course of eighty-three years added much 
that is imperishable to tne thoughi and 
literature of the world. Of the awe with 
which the great writer was regarded in his 
later years we gct an interesting glimpse 
in the memoirs of Heine, who relates: 
“When I visited Goethe at Weimar 
in 1824 he was so iike Jove that I thought 
of addressing him in Greek.’’

Development Association— the Association 
responsible for the well-known trade mark, 
which is a distinctive mark indicating the 
articles on which the brand gp so as 
being of Irish origin. “ The Cork Associa- 
tion,” said Mr, O’Herlihy to me, “ true 
to its tradition in 1928, imaugurated an 
“Irish Month’ to take the place of the 
Irish week, with the result that attractive 
window displays of Irish goods have been 
made by Cork retail firms for at least four 
weeks during the month of March for 
the past four years. The principal aim of 
the Cork I.D.A. has been to induce Cork 
traders to give prominent displays of 
native manufacture throughout the year. 
As a result, there are now in Cork retail 
shops where only Irish produce and manu- 
facture are sold throughout the twelve 
months of the year. 

“The psychological effects of the sub- 
stitution of a month for a week have 
been most interesting,’’ continued Mr. 
O’Herlihy. ‘ Traders who for many 
years ignored the appeals of the Associa- 
tion to give prominence to native goods 
during the present month for

Lord Glenavy. 
The death of Lord Glenavy bereaves the 
two professions to which he brought 
honour, and the Church to which he gave 
the service of an acute and steadfast mind. 
Although his career was identified with a 
stormy epoch of Irish affairs, Irishmen 
of all parties and creeds can review it 
with pride. Jt was the career of one who, 
aided only by his own vrains and purpose, 
became the leader of ~ great profession, 
rose to the highest offices of the State, 
and will be held to have left no small 
mark upon [Ireland's history. James 
Mussen Campbell was Lorn into a genera- 
tion of able men, and his victories were 
real victories of intelligc..ce and character. 
As an accomplished lawyer and brilliant 
pleader he won pride of place at the Irish 
Bar; as a Law Officer of the Crown he 
was prudent and Dublin 
University rightly rewarded him with her 
highest title of esteem; for his custody 
of her interests in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment promoted not only her welfare, but 
her prestige. For the younger breed of 
Irishmen these things are of a past which 
has become far more ancient than its 
years; but that part of Lord Glenavy’s 
work which will have the longest life is 
fresh in the nation’s memory. It can be 
said of him, as Horace said of another, 
Pacis eras mediusque belli. During the 
political strife whieh culminated in 
Ulster’s gesture of revolt, Lord Glenavy, 
siding with his life-long friend, Edward 


resourceful. 


Carson. was a foremost fighter in the 
Unionist cause; no man took or gave 
harder blows. When the settlement came 
he did not shrink from a yet more difficult 
and invidious task. Recognising the 
inevitable nature of that settlement, and 
its promise of ultimate harmony, Lord 
Glenavy identified himself with the young 
and at that time doubtful fortunes of the 
Free State. He lost—as we think, only 
for the time being—some friendships in 
Ulster, but his courage brought a large 
and enduring recompense. If his sheath- 
ing of the sword did honour to himself, 
the nature of this hard-bitten fighter’s 
reception into the camp of his former 
enemies was not less creditable to them. 
The new Government cffered him member- 
ship of the new Senate, and by the votes of 
that Senate he became its first Chairman. 
He rose to his greatest height at a stage 
of life when most men have sought retire- 
As Chairman of the Senate, his

fine gifts of argument, 
compromise found their highest expres- 
sion. The days of Lord Glenavy’s chair- 
manship were the Senate’s palmy days. 
He was vigilantly conscious of its value 
to the country; he was an unwavering 
champion of its rights and dignity, and 
we are confident that, as chairman, he 
never would have suffered the state of 
comparative neglect and desuetude into 
which it has fallen during the last two 
His financial ability and legal 
acumen will be sadly in the 
councils of the Church of Ireland, which 
by the almost concurring deaths of Lord 
Glenavy and of the Bishop of Waterford 
suffered a heavy blow. All his 
countrymen wil] put Lord Glenavy 
in the category of great Irishmen. The 
heal profession will mourn in his death 
the breaking of almost the last link with 
a timeiwhen the genius of the Irish Bench 
and Bar was still worthy of the traditions 
of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries.

Conflict in the Coal Fields. 


England's distressed coal industry can 
find no peace. At the end of last year the 


ill-omened Coal Mines Act introduced dis-

It never loved the spread-over, 


Last week, pursyant to its policy, the 
Federation issued instructions to its 
member associations to refuse to work the 
spread-over in any circumstances after the 
end of this month. Its ukase is dictated, 
evidently, by a desire that working hours 
shall be uniform throughout all the coal- 
fields, but the true reason is implicit in 
the nature of the spread-over system itself, 
We must recall that the operation of thé 
Coal Mines Act will legalise a 7 hours’ 


day next July; for the 74 hour system has 


been nothing more than a compromise to 


render the transition easier. Therefore, 


which allows more than 74 hours to ve 
worked in the day, is permitted to con- 
tinue, there will bein reality no period of 
transition, and the change to a 7 hour 
day will be no easier. Whatever 
be the true cause for the Federa- 
tion’s stand, its ukase has aroused 
turmoil among its own members: 
The districts which have made private 
agreements with the owners must break 
their pacts if they wish to remain loyal to 
the Federation. There is an ominous 
possibility that some of them will refuse to 
dishonour their bond and to abandon their 
position of advantage. In that event the 
whole men’s organisation will be wn 
out of order, and the industry will spffer 
in the general upheaval. 

No small proportion of the trouble since 
December might have lain latent if all 
sections of the Coal Mines Act had jbeen 
put into operation at the same time. The 
Act prescribed two principal activities— 
the reduction of hours, and certain 
schemes for the more efficient marketing 
of coal. It was understood that the owners 
would pay their increased charges by the 


large returns that would accrue to them 
from an improved system of marketing. 
Unfortunately, the marketing schemes, so 
far, do not seem to have had any great 
success, and the owners are compelled to 
meet increased charges without any com- 
pensatory return. Matters will come to a 
head on Wednesday, when owners’ and 
men’s representatives will meet to discuss 
the question of working hours. An under- 
standing, fortunately, will not be rendered 
dificult by an uncompromising attitude 
on the part of the South Wales miners. 
Until yesterday there was doubt whether 
they would not strike against the award 
of the independent chairman of the South 
Wales Coal Board. Extremists did their 
best to induce a stoppage, but common 
sense has prevailed, and for the moment, 
at least, South Wales is at peace. If the 
Federation offers reasonable terms for a 
settlement on Wednesday, there is still 
hope of harmony in the coalfields—until 


July. 


The Liberal] Party. 


The threatened schism in the Liberal 
Party proves that the via media in 
politics, like the passive defence in war, 
never pays except as a temporary 
expedient. To-morrow the Liberals, who 
less than a generation ago were the chief 
force in British affairs, will meet their 
leader, who even more recently swayed the 
counsels of Europe, to decide whether or 
not they will keep a Socialist Government 
in office. Mr. Lloyd George will appeal for 
a unity which he proposes to employ to 
avoid a general election until there are 
didates in the constituencies. Such ex- 
pectation is futile, but, no doubt, an un- 
justified optimism becomes the leader even 
of a doomed party. Mr. Lloyd George, 
however, is een that, if he walks in 
the footsteps of Quintus Fabius, he can 
restore all. Such conviction, as we may 
suppose, rests upon the measure of elec- 
toral reform which he hopes to wrest from 
the Socialists as the price of Liberal sub- 
mission, and the favour which his alleged 
cure for unemployment appears, faute de 
mieux, to have found in Socialist eyes. He 
will be careful to-morrow to assure his 
colleagues that no coalition is intended, 
but that the closer understanding which 
he proposes will take the form of some 
honourable arrangement. Suggestions, for 
instance, have been mooted that in agreed 
constituencies Liberals and Socialists shall 
not split the anti-Conservative vote. It is 
i rumoured, moreover, that, if to-morrow’s 
meeting is propitious, an anxious Govern- 
ment will give active expression of its grati- 
tude by the appointment of a Libera! in 
the Cabinet. It iscertain that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald, troubled lest the Independent 
Labour Party may follow the example of 
Sir Oswald Mosley and set up a new 
group, would be glad of a reprieve to 
enable Eccleston square to rally the forces 
of Socialism on the rock of “ solidarity.’’ 
Disagreeable tendencies are manifesting 
themselves. There is an increasing opinion 
in the trade unions that free imports mean 
more unemployed, and that, therefore, no 
understanding with the Liberals ought to 
be entertained. In the meanwhile, the 
more patriotic Liberals.are likely to follow 
Sir John Simon, who very properly regards 
these political marchings and counter- 
marchings as ignoble tactics. Well-in- 
formed observers consider that Mr. Lloyd 
George will be lucky if he is able to draw 
forty Liberal members of Parliament after 
him; the rest, with Sir John Simon, are 
expected to start on their doubtless un- 
hurried journey towards the Conservative 
ranks. 


Garden Cities. 


Garden cities are an admirable, if 
belated, feature in the housing develop- 
ment of commercialised and industrialised 
nations, and, no doubt, as they increase 
in number, they will lose their existing 
characteristics of collective smugness 
and individual eccentricity. It is gpod 
news, therefore, that the British Govern- 
ment is taking steps to ensure that their 
growth shall be ordered. The text of the 
Town and Country Planning Bill was 
issued on Saturday, and little fault can 
be found with its drafting. Hitherto there 
has been a not unnatural tendency on the 
part of rural dwellers to resent the sudden 
springing into life of unexpected, and 
sometimes rather exotic, dwellings in 
neighbouring fields already occupied with 
a completely strange population. Though 
the inhabitants’ distrust of the foreigner 
still must be left to the healing qualities 
of time, the Government bill will remove 
at least one ground of serious complaint, 
since it gives power to local authorities to 
ensure the preservation of buildings of 
architectural and historical interest. On 
the other hand, there are clauses which 
seem to sacrifice the old inhabitant to the 
newcomer; but such procedure is in 
accordance with the highest democratic 
tradition, which prefers the greatest good 
of the greatest number,

THE BUILDING STRIKE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—-As one who has spent thousands of 

unds in building enterprises, and being a 
haon, I trust you will permit me to 
make a few observations on 
Dublit. builders’ strike. Every fair-minded 
person wil) agree that tae present builders’ 
wages are far too high to permit of economic 
building, when compared with the present 
cost of living. So far as J can gather, trades- 
men's wages at the moment are 100%, over 
pre-war, while the cost of living figure stands 
at about 65%, over pre-war. On these figures 
one is obliged to come to the conclusion 
that tradesmen are rather selfish and wn- 
charitable towards their fellow-workers (the 
ordinary labourer), because these are the men 
whom the tradesmen are hitting far more 
than the master builder. take, for instance, 
the thousands of workers in Irish cities and 
towns who cannot get a better wage than 
from Ws. to 45s. a week, according to their 
sphere of employment. The Shannon Scheme 
paid, | think, about 31s a week. These are 
the workers I feel sorry for, who, with their 
wives and children, cannot afford to pay 
more than a rent of from 6s. to 8s. a week 
out of the above-mentioned wage; and what 
I would like to know is how these workers 
can get a house at from 6s. to 8s. a week 
when tradesmen insist on £4 a week. 

To my mind there is too much of “ Hang 
you, so jong as I am all right ” about the 
tradesmen’s attitude. This is why the 
Government are obliged to subsidise house- 
building, when in reality they are subsidising 
the dear tradesmen at the expense of the 
common taxpayer. In other words, the trades 
men aie being subsidised by the ordinary 
worker, with his family, whose wages do not 
exceed in a very large number of cases from 
Ws. to 45s a week, and who cannot get a 
higher wage in these depressed times. Even 
at this rate of wages many industries find it 
dificult te carry un, m view of the fierce 
foreign competition, where longer hours and 
lower wages are the rule, and in consequence 
greater output. 
the Dundalk Utility Society are being obliged 
to import Belgian bricks to build artisan and 
other houses in Dundalk. I would, therefore, 
like to see the ordinary worker up a bit in his 
wages and the tradesmen down a bit, for the 
simple reason that we have on an average 
ona hundred labour workers to the thirty 
tradesmen.

Heroic 
efforts were made to ge him, but it was 
impossible to raise the engine in time to 
save his life. Two women were found 
beneath the débris, and the breakdown 
sang strived to release them. 


OPERATIONS ON THE SPOT. 


The chef of the Royal Scot displayed 
creat courage. When he realised that the 
second cook was still under one of the 
wrecked coaches, although several of his 
own fingers were almost severed he at once 
went to his aid. Eventually the cook, 
Joe Taylor, who lived near Euston Station, 
was found to be dead. The chef refused 
to leave the spot until the body had been 
°xtricated. 

Oxygen was called for by the doctors, 
and was administered’ at once to those 
critically hurt, whom it was impossible 
to free immediately. 

Several operations were performed on 
the spot. In one case the foot of a woman 
who Was pinngd was amputated. Her 
ttle daughter was travelling with her. 

\s the bodies were recovered they were 
farried to the waiting-room at the station.

FORTUNATE ESCAPES, 


Fortunate escapes were described by 
passengers, some of whom suddenly found 
themselves sitting in the permanent way 
uninjured; others were unscathed, but 
saw people beside them struck by wreckage 
and badly hurt. 

Mr. B. Eisem, of Sandringham road, 
Dalston, said: ‘* The first lunch had just 
been called, and I was in the first dining 
compartment. The sides of the carriage 
fell in, and also half :o; the roof, which I 
found myself supporting on my shoulders. 
A man clutched hold of me, but I could 
not help him, and he let go. He fell on to 
the line, and was taken away on a 
stretcher.’’| Mr. Eisem managed to free 
himself and get clear of the wreckage. 

A Glasgow business man, Mr. W. S&S. 
Gallien, of Lenzie, who had visited London 
to see the Boat Race, said: ‘‘ I escaped by 
a miracle. At Euston a porter could only 
find two first-class carriages, and they 
were right at the front of the train. He 
put me into the second, but I did not like 
it, got out and went into the first, so I 
was right against the engine. 


RESCUE WORK. 

When the rescue party set to work they 
had to climb on to the piled-up coaches 
and smash their way through. It was 
then impossible to tell whether any pas- 
sengers were buried in the débris. The 
survivors, however, were under the 
impression that both the wrecked coaches 
were filled with passengers. 

There were three doctors on the scene, 
and the platform was converted into a 
temporary dressing station while first aid 
treatment was given. Three ambulances 
took the injured to Aylesbury Hospital. 

One of the doctors said: “I; was heart- 
rending to see some of the poor passengers 
pinned down and helpless. Some were 
screaming and others moaning and groan- 
ing. 

‘The first man I saw had his neck and 
head protruding from underneath a 
carriage, which had fallen upon him, It 
was impossible to help him, but I spoke 


to him. He refused my aid, telling me 
that he could feel no pain, and that I 
could do more good by attending to others. 


Mr. John McKenzie, Provost cf Clyde- 
bank, was another passenger who had a 
remarkable escape. He had been to 
London on municipal business with Bailie 
MacKendrick, Bailie Bell and Mr. A. G. 
Merriles, Borough Surveyor of Clydebank. 


FOOTBALLERS’ HELP. 


The Scottish amateur international foot- 
ball team, which played England at Stam- 
ford Bridge on Saturday, were on the ill- 
fated train. The party of players and 
officials were in a special saloon in the 
middle of the train, but they escaped with 
only a severe shaking. After the crash 
they returned to London, and ‘will travel 
to Scotland to-day. 

Sir Josiah Stamp, President of the 
L.M.S.. and some of the directors and 
high officials of the company, were on the 
scene of the accident as soon as they could 
possibly reach it. They made a personal 
inspection of the wreckage, as well as 
inquiring after the welfare of the injured. 

When a reporter saw the players at 
their hotel in London last night they 
seemed little the worse for their 
experience. 


SIR GEORGE SALTMARSH. 


Late last night the Press Association 
was informed at his residence, Sandridge, 
near St. Albans, that Sir George Salt- 
marsh, who was a passenger on the Royal 
Scot, was among the dead. : 

Sir George Saltmarsh had recently re- 
turned from a visit to Australia, and was 
en a flying visit to Scotland before going 
back. 

Sir George Saltmarsh was the United 
Kingdoni member of the Board of British 
Phosphate Commissioners under the 
Nauru Island Agreement Act, 1920. He 
was appointed to this post last year in 
succession to Sir Alwin Dickinson, who re-

Here a smart guard of honour of water 
police, dressed in blue tunics with white 
trousers and fixed bayonets, was drawn 
up. The Princes, dressed in dark lounge 
snits and straw hats, shook hands 
cordially with the welcoming party and 
inspected the guard. 

The Princes then drove through the fine 
boulevard-like streets of the city to the 
Uruguayan Golf Club, which is ideally 
situated on the outskirts on low, green 
hills, from which a fine view of the city, 
with the ocean beyond, is to be obtained. 
Here the Princes were entertained to 
luncheon by the British Chamber of Com- 
merce of Uruguay. 

The President, Mr. J. N. Whyte, in 
welcoming them, dwelt on the efforts of 
this, the smallest of British Chambers of 
Commerce, to forward British trade. He 
pointed out that they were somewhat 
handicapped by the proximity of Buenos 
Aires, as home firms rarely appointed 
agents in Monte Video, but expected their 
Buenos Aires agents to look after the 
Uruguayan market.

All the dividends have been, or will be, 
paid subject to deduction of income tax. 

After making the foregoing appropria- 
tions the reserve accounts at December 31, 
1930, stand as follows :—Central obso- 
lescence fund, as at December 31, 1929, 
£4,000,000; appropriated out of 1930 
profits, £500,000; general reserve ‘‘ A ”’ 
capital reserves, £9,725,000; ‘‘B’’ free 
reserves, £35,000,000; total reserves,

The report deals fully with the com- 
pany’s position. Over 22,000,000, it states, 
has been spent during the year in main- 
tenance and improvement of plant, the 
whole of which has been debited against 
profits.

Since Wednesday last, when the sub- 
scription list was closed, Mr. Joseph 
McGrath, managing director of the Irish 
Hospitals’ Trust, and the auditors have 
been putting things in order and ascertain- 
ing the amount available for distribution.

In the November ‘‘sweep’’ the drawing 
occupied four hours. The number of 
prizes on that occasion was 79. To-morrow 
446 prizes will have to be drawn, but 
matters have been so arranged and 
organised that the final fprize-winner 
is expected to be announced by six o'clock. 
The arawing has been arranged to occupy 
not more than eight hours. The. prin- 
cipal change made to effect this rapid 
working is the substitution for the blind 
boys who acted in November last of 
hospital nurses, who have rehearsed their 
parts. The prizes will be announced as 
each drawing is made, and by means of 
two electrically operated lamps the figures 
and particulars will be flashed on large 
screens paced at either side of the stave 
on which the two drums have been erected. 

Holders of permits to attend the draw 
should be at the Round Room entrance to 
the Mansion House at 8.45 a.m. None 
will be admitted without a ticket. 

The procedure of the draw will start at 
9 o’clock with a procession of nurses bear- 
ing bags of the mixed counterfoils to the 
big drum. Under the supervision of the 
auditors, the counterfoils will be placed 
in the drum, and “he rolls inscribed with 
horses’ names, in addition to one called 
‘The Field,’’ will be put into the small 
crystzl drum, whose transparency leaves 
them exposed, so that spectators can see 
them handled. 

At 9.45 a.m. the official statement will 
be made, the auditors’ report will be read, 
and the exact amount of the prizes will be 
declared. Then the first counterfoil will 
be withdrawn, and 446 times, with 
measured care, the process will be ye- 
peated till the list has been exhausted.

ETAILS of the Austro-German 

Customs Union scheme have now 
been officially published in Berlin. The 
procedure decided upon has been set down 
in a protocol, the approval of which by 
the two Cabinets has been confirmed in an 
exchange of letters. 

The protocol declares that the German 
and Austrian Governments have decided to 
enter into negotiations for the conclusion 
o fa Customs Union Treaty, and that they 
will be willing to enter into similar nego- 
tiations with any other European country 
which expresses a wish to do so. 

The proposed arrangement is to be a 
real Customs Union, but is to differ from 
previous arrangements of the kind, in that 
there will be no Joint Tariff Parliament, 
nor, in principle, will the economic in- 
dependence of one partner be subordi- 
nated. Both countries are to retain their 
full sovereignty, and the treaty will have 
to be ratified separately by the two Par- 
liaments, the consent of which will also be 
necessary to any future alterations. 


SAME CUSTOMS DUTIES. 
From the date when the eventual Treaty 
comes into force the same Customs duties

will be collected at the external frontiers 
of the two countries under the same pro- 
cedure.

-LORD GLENAVY.

The Times. in a memoir oí Lord Glenavy, 
says:.—After the fall of the Unionist 
Government in 1905, Campbell for some 
time essayed to follow in the footsteps of, 
and, indeed, under the patronage of, 
Carson at the English Bar.

Campbell, however, attained in the 
House of Commons, if not a foremost, a 
very prominent position. In 1915, on the 
formation cf the first Ceaiition Govern- 
ment, Carson became Attorney-General for 
England, and Campbell’s appointment to 
be Lord Chancellor of Ireland was all but 
consummated. when an intimation was 
received by the Cabinet from the Irish 
Nationalists that the dismissal of Sir 
Ignatius O'Brien (Lord Shandon) from 
the Irish Lord Chancellorship would be 
regarded as an unfriendly act. 

Campbell had no personal enemy. He 
was kind-hearted and sincere, and of the 
very deepest but most unaffected piety. 
The loss of his third son, a young officer 
of the Drake Battalion, R.N.D., in the war 
cast a gloom over the remainder of his 
life. He was a man of singularly dignified 
and noble bearing and presence, and his 
manners conveyed the impression of 
straightforwardness, candour and genuin 
kindness of heart.

The political career of Lord Glenavy is still 
fresh in the minds of those who were intimate 
or associated with him during the vears before 
he was elevated to the judicial bench. Always 
a particularly strong Unionist, his presence 
was ever welcome at meetings which were 
promoted in favour of the maintenance of the 
Union, and his speeches,- delivered as they 
were with eloquent and convincing arguments, 
commanded general respect and attention. It 
was, therefore, no surprise when, in 1898, he 
was selected and returned as parliamentary 
representative for the Eas Green Divi- 
sion of Dublin, retaming his connection with 
this constituency unti! the year 1900. 

In 1905 he was returned as one of the two 
representatives in the Imperial Parliament 
for Dublin University, and for thirteen vears 
acted in the capacity with his accustomed 
ability, ever and always watching the in- 
terests of the university and accomplishing 
much that was for the benefit of this parti- 
cular institution. It was in the vear 1916— 
a fateful year for Ireland as it saw the 
rebellion of Easter Week—that he became 
Lord Chief Justice of Ireland. Thus came to 
an end his political career, but it must not be 
forgotten that in the years immediately pre- 
ceding the outbreak of the war Sir James 
Campbell took a prominent part in the Ulster 
movement which was originated by Sir 
Filward Carson, of whom he was one of the 
most faithful followers.

MEN CONCEALED BEHIND 
A WALL, 


By Our Specrat REPRESENTATIVE: 


TIPPERARY, Sunday. 

The murder of a young officer of the 
Civic Guard in the discharge of his duty 
‘on last Friday night at the entrance to 
his home, two miles from here, has pro- 
foundly shocked the people of Tipperary, 
and, indeed, of the whole of the Free 
State. & cé 

From the evidence at the inguest, yester- 
day and from the results of the investiga- 
tions carried out, by the Civic Guards, the 
facts surrounding the murder have come 
to light, but the identity of the men who 
carried it out remains unsolved. No arrests 
have been made. The Civic Guard 
authorities are hampered by the fact that 
there were no actual eye-witnesses of the 
shooting. 

The men who shot Superintendent Curtin 
appear to have been well aware of his 
movements. It was about 10.20 o’clock on 
Friday night when he arrived at the 
entrance gates to his home, Friarsfield 
House, on a lonely and deserted road. 
Owing to the fact that the entrance gates 
had been damaged some time ago by a 
lorry, the gates had not been closed since 
that time. 


WHY THE CAR STOPPED. 


When the Superintendent’s headlights 
disclosed the fact that one side of the 
gate, the umdamaged left-hand side, was 
shut, he instantly applied the brakes, 
both foot and hand, with the result that 
the locked wheels left an impréssion on 
the road. He pulled up within three or 
four feet of the gates and got out to open 
them. : 

In doing so he came full into the glare 
of the headlights, and by this means the 
murderers were able to identify the Super- 
intendent. They had to make sure of nis 
identity ; for the Superintendent’s clerk 
sometimes used his car to bring messages 
to the house, while the Superintendent 
sometimes used the clerk’s car. 

The men were concealed behind the wall] 
that bounded the entrance gates on the 
right. They waited until Superintendent 
Curtin was returning to get into his car 
before the first shot was fired sat point- 
blank range; for the space between the 
bonnet of the car and the side wall was 
only about four feet. One of the shots 
struck him at the apex of the heart, and 
was fired at such close range that the 
material of his overcoat was blackened 
and singed. 

The Superintendent fell on the ground 
in the space between the car and the 
wall in a shadow, and ont of the range 
of the headlights of the car. That was 
how a boy named Michael Doherty failed 
to see him when he was passing through 
the entrance gates within ten minutes of 
the shooting. 


SHOOTING HEARD. 


Cornelius Godfrey, of Clonmore Walk. 
who stated at the inquest that he was 
looking at the lights of the car pulled up 
before the entr: ce to Friarsfield House, 
when he heard several shots fired, is the 
only person who, as far as is at present 
known, heard the shots. 

General O'Duffy, the Chief Commis- 
sioner of the Civic Guard, motored to 
Tipperary immedictely that the matter 
was reported to him. He visited the 
house, extended his sympathy to the 
widow, and then went in‘o the case with 
Chief Superintendent J. J. Hannigan, 
of Thurles, and other officers. He left for 
Dublin three or four hours later, satisfie] 
tk-+ the investigations were being carried 
out ag well as was possible under the cir- 
cumstances. 

Chief Superintendent Hannigan is now 
in charge of the case, and he is prosecuting 
investigations diligently. A strong force 
of plain clothes detectives from adjoining 
counties, as well as from Tipperary, have 
be-n called in to assist in the case. 

The funeral is to take place to-morrow 
morning by road to Newmarket, County 
Cork, after Requiem Mass in the parish 
church of Tipperary. 


THE INQUEST. 


i —- 
“A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY.”’ 


The inquest was held in Friarsfield 
House at 4 o’clock on Saturday afternoon, 
and was presided over by the District 
Coroner of Fethard, Dr. Patrick Stokes. 
It lasted for over two and a half hours. 

Inspector M. J. Glynn, Thurles, repre- 
sented the Civic Guard, and Mr. J. F. 
D’Arcy, solicitor, Tipperary, was present 
on behalf of the next-of-kin. Also present 
were Mr. F. J. O’Connor, State Solicitor, 
Tipperary, and Chief Superintendent J. J. 
Hannigan, Tipperary County. 

Opening the inquest the Coroner said 
that a terrible tragedy had happened the 
previous, night, and he asked the jury to 
disabuse their minds of hearsay, or any- 
thing else that they might have heard, and 
to pay attention to the evidence only. 


SISTER-IN-LAW’S EVIDENCE. 


i Miss Irene O'Connor, a sister-in-law of 
the dead officer, stated that she was a 
native of Killarney, and that she had been 
residing with her sister for some time. 
She identified the body of her brother-in- 
law, John Curtin, who was 28 years of 
age. The last time that she had seen 
him alive was between 4.30 and 5 o'clock 
on the previous afternoon when he left 
home to go to his office. Mrs. Curtin and 


herself retired to bed between 10.30 and | 


11 o’clock that night. 

When she went into her bedrogm she 
saw the light of a motor car shining 
through the window and heard the 
“buzz” of a motor car. She took no 
notice of it, as she thought that it was 
Mr. Curtin coming home. When she got 
into bed the light of the car was still 
shining and the engine of the car running, 
and she got up to see 1f it was his car 


She went back to bed again. The lights 


were still shining and the engine of the 
car running, and hér brother-in-law had 
not come in, so she went into Mrs. 
Curtin’s bedroom, and the two of them 
dressed hurriedly and went down to the 
car to investigate. They thought that Mr. 
Curtin might have been hurt. 

As they went down the drive the lights 
of the car were still shining and the 
engine running. The car was a few 
yards outside the gates. They went to the 
car and looked into it. Then they saw 
the Superintendent lying on the road at 
the side of the car. He was lying on his 
back, with his head towards the gate 
and his feet towards the road. Mrs. Curtin 
felt her husband’s body, and it was warm. 

Detective Officer Joseph Kelly, Tip- 
perary, deposed that, in response to a 
summons, he went to Friarsfield House 
arriving at the entrance to thé house about 
1.15 that morning. He found the 
supéerintendent’s car facing the entrance, 
about two yards from the gate. The 
engine was running and the lights fuli on. 
The hand-brake was on and the gears “in 
neutral.’’ The door by the driver s seat 
Was open. .- 


PASSED THE BODY IN THE DARK. 

Michael Doherty, junior, who lives in 
Friarsfield House, said that on the 
previous night he had been in Tipperary. 
He left for home about 10 p.m. with 
another youth named John Vaughan. 
Between the Power House and Gorran- 
canty, a point about half-way between 
Tipperary and Friarsfield, the supermn- 
tendent’s car passed them. When they 
reached the entrance he parted with 
Vaughan and went up in the avenue, pass- 
ing on the left side of the car. He looked 
into the car as he was passing to see if 
there was anyone in it, but it was empty. 

Michael Doherty, senior, said that at 
about 12 o'clock Miss O'Connor called him 
and told him to send for the doctor and 
the priest, as the Superintendent was 
hurt. When he went to the entrance gates 
he felt the Superintendent’s hands and 
they were not quite cold, so he thought 
that he was still living. He assisted in 
bringing the Superintendent into the 
house. They found a spent bullet in the 
Superintendent’s sock. 

Cornelins Godfrey, of Clonmore Walk, ' 
was next called, and stated that his 
house was about half a mile away from the 
entrance gates of Friarsfield House in a 
direct line. He left his house at about 
10.15 p.m. the previous night. He saw 
the light of a motor car coming down the 
road from Tipperary direction. The car 
stopped at what he thought was the 
entrance gate of Friarsfield house. About 
a minute or so afterwards he heard one 
shot and then about six or seven more in 
quick succession. 


MEDICAL EVIDENCE. 

Br. O'Halloran, Tipperary, said that on 
arrival at Friarsfield House he found that 
the Superintendent had died a short time 
before. He found that he had received a 
number of bullet wounds in various parts 
of the body. One bullet had entered the 
apex of the heart. Another bullet had 
entered the left thigh, fracturing the 
femur ; a third had entered the back of the 
left hand, coming cut through the palm, 
and in its course ~ounding the tip of the 
middle finger of the hand. 

There were two other wounds in the left 
leg, below the knee, one of which had 
entered from the back and the other from 
the front. 

He had examined the clothing, and 
found that the hole in the overcoat (pro- 
duced) made by the bullet which had 
entered the apex of the heart was scorched. 
Death was due to shock and hemorrhage 
following bullet wounds. 

Mr. B. J. O'Connor, State Solicitor for 
Tipperary, said that it was his duty to 
ask the jury to give their verdict in 
accordance with the evidence, which 
should Jeave no doubt In their minds as 
to the manner in which the deceased officer 
had met hisdeath. He was a most efficient 


officer, and was shot in the discharge of ; 


his duty. It was a melancholy tale that 
this should happen in what they Tip- 
perary men were proud to call the premier 
county. They could not but find that he 
had been foully murdered by some person 
or persons unknown. 

Mr. D'Arcy associated himself with Mr. 
O’Connor’s remarks, the Coroner con- 
curring. 

THE VERDICT. 

After a short deliberation the jury 
returned a verdiet that death was due to 
shock and hemorrhage, following bullet 
wounds received on the night of March 
20th. and that they considered that he was 
foully murdered by some person or 
persons unknown. 

The jury added a rider expressing 
sincere sympathy with Mrs. Curtin, with 
which the Coroner, Mr. O’Connor and Mr. 
D'Arcy associated themselves. 

Chief Superin + Hannigan, on 
behalf of the Chief Commissioner of the 
Civic Guard, and particularly on behalf 
of the lécal district force, with whom the 
dead officér was very popular, associated 
himself with the vote of sympathy to the 
widow.

FATHER OF

He sat, as Conservative M.P. for North 
Londonderry from 1885 to 1895, and in the 
latter year succeeded to the barony, which 
had been created three vears earlier. He was 
a lieutenant im the Royal Engineers from 1875 
to 1878, and a major of the 5th Battalion 
Royal Irish Rifles from 1890 to 1896. He 
was educated at Eton, the Royal Military 
Academy, ‘Woolwich, and Balliol College, 
Oxford, where he graduated B.A., with second 
class honours in modérn history. His prin- 
cipal recreations were shooting and yachting. 

ady Dunleath was a grand-daughter of the 
third Viscount Bangor. There are four sons 
and one daughter. The estate consists of 
about 15,000 acres. 


MAN HUNT ON NEW 
YORK ROOFS. 


RIFLE FIRE STOPS TWO 
DRUNKEN GUNMEN. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times ’’ CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Sunday. 

Mr. Mulrooney, the Police Commissioner 
of New York, and a large force of police, 
armed with rifles, went to the Johnston 
Building, in the heart of the financial 
district, yesterday afternoon in order to 
round up two drunken young gunmen, 
aged eighteen and nineteen respéctively, 
who for. three hours had been engaged in 
looting the brokerage office of Messrs. John 
V. Dunned and Co. on the eighth floor 
of the building, which is almost next door 
to the Stock Exchange. 

The gunmen entered the office early in 
the afternoon, and, while one kept the 
clerks covered with a revolver, the other 
began breaking open desks and cash boxes. 
In an adjoining room he found two bottles 
of whiskey. The gunmen made the clerks 
open the whiskey and join thém in drink- 
ing it. By the time most cf the whiskey 
was gone the gunmen began to stagger 
haphazard manner, very terrifying to 
their victims. i 

People came fo the door with messages 
or to do business, but one of the clerks 
was forced to put his head out of the door 
and tell callers to come back later. 

After drinking and Jooting had been 
going on for about three hours, two char- 
women, who wanted to clean the office. 
came to the door for the second time. 
After they had been told to go away, and 
were walking down the corridor, one of the 
gunmen accidéntally fired his revolver in 
the room. The noise alarmed the char- 
women, who went to the ground floor and 
informed the janitor. 

He went up to investigate, and was shot 
through the stomach as he openéd the 
door. He was, however, able to reach the 
groun. floor and give the alarm. The 
younger of the gunmen was shot through 
the shoulder as he tried to escape to the 
street. The elder was climbing over the 
roof to that of the Western Union biwild- 
ing next door, when he was seen by police- 
men and shot through the head. He died 
soon afterwards.

belik’s name and reputatinn must have 
bis remembered well in BDublin, for the 
Round Room of the Mansion House was filled 
for the recital given by the eminént violinist, 
with no supplementary attrdction, last Satut- 
day afternoon. Some of those present may 
have been young persons whose elders had 
told them of the extraordinary impression 
created by Kubelik’s playing and personality 
and the amazing demonstrations that markéd 
his concert appearances in the great cities of 
Europe and America, in the early years of 
this century. | 
Even if his performance on Saturday had 
not been as finished, and impressive as it was. 
the oceasion would still have had a consider- 
able interest as affording an opportunity, not 
es to judge how the man of fifty compared 
with the boy of twenty as an executant, but 
also to look upon the man who in his early 
days stirred emotions of one kind or another 
in the thousands of people who crowded 
around him wherever he went. 


A GREAT VIOLINIST. 

Even the almost fabulous reminiscences con- 
cerning Paganini arb exceeded by the records 
of the progresses of the slim, dark young 
man, with his boyish oval face weil framed 
by his long smooth hair, who needed a body- 
— of stalwarts to keer the coat from 

ting torn off his back and his precious 
violin from being pressed to matchwood by 
the frenzied mobs that surrounded him. i 
_ Much of that excitement was due to 
causes other than the skill of his plaving 
and ee fascination of his appearance and 
quiet manner, but it is not to be questioned 
that he was then, and stili is, one of the 
most accomplished executants to he named 
in the story of violin playing. He made 
not enly his own reputation, but that also 
of his teacher, Ottakar Sevcik, a master 
who evolved a new technique in the study 
of the violin. Sevcik is alive still, and 
honoured as a grand old man in his native 
country, that country which before the war 
we always called Bohemia, of which Kubelik 
also is a native. 


THE PROGRAMME. 

Kubelik retains that quiet manner on the 
platform, which is so pleasing to those who 
appreciate the real difficult y of the violin- 
istic feats that he essays and the perfection 
with which he accomplishes them. On 
Saturday he gave us the Tchaikowsky Con- 
certo, gliding with marvellous smoothness 
among the hundred pitfalls of the work.

PROTEST AT MINISTER'S 
ACTION, 


Mr. P. C. O'Mahony, P.C.. President of 
the Irish Local Government Officials’ Union, 
presided at the meeting of the Central Coun- 
cil on Friday evenmg at the Union head- 
quarters, 4 Upper Ormond quay, Dublin. 

It was decided to hold the annual confer- 
ence of the Union in Dublin in June next, 
and the arrangements were referred to thie 
Finance and Ceneral Purposes Committee. 
The Council adopted, with amendments, a 
report submitted by a special sub-committee 
recommending changes in the constitution 
and rules, and the recommendations, as 
amended, were referred to the conference for 
ratification. 

The Council hed under consideration the 
desirability of modifving or 1emoulding the 
structure of organisation in certain counties, 
and arrangements were made for consulta- 
tion with the officers in these areas. 

The Council noted with satisfaction a re- 
port from the general secretary on the suc- 
cessful issue of legal proceedings instituted 
by the Uzion on behalf of aggrieved officers, 
including the officers of the Grangegorman 
Mental Hospital, whose claim for the restóra- 
tion of ore of their salaries deducted 

the Committee of Management with the 
Minister’s approval in 1926, had been main- 
tained by judgment in the High Court. In 
connection with the proceedings instituted

Lieutenant-Colonel R. C. Smythe, the 
former officer commanding the lst Battalion, 
proposed the toast of “ The Regiment.” He 
reminded his hearers that the regiment came 
into existence in 1688, and said that daring 
the long period of years that had passe 
since then it had gained honours and tradi- 
tions in three different Continents. Thosé 
traditions, he thought, had been ably main- 
tained and faithfully képt by the different 
battalions of Inniskillings that ‘had survived 
in varidus theatrés of the war, and now that 
reat heritage was in the safe keeping of 
Pieutenant-Colonel Rothwell—{hear, hear and 
applause)—now commanding the 1st Battalion 
in Holywood, County Down. 

The men whom the officers had had the 
honour to command, he continued, always 
had given cheerful and loyal obedience, and 
had been, hé thought, at their best under 
adverse conditions. The regimént had béeén 
mentioned by Lord Haig in his despatches, 
a fact which they considered a very great 
honour, considering that Lord Haig was deal- 
ing with many hundreds of thousands of 
troops. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Smythe added that he 
had been asked to mention that it was hoped 
in the future to establish an Old Comeaite’ 
Association branch of the regiment in Dublin. 
He hopéd that it would thrive and that 
those present would give it their assistance. 
: OOM FOR TWO BATTALIONS. 

The Chairman, responding, said that the 
regiment to which they belonged was 
treasured in their hearts, perhaps higher than 
anything else in the world. The Inniskillings.

glorious record and traditions of heroism 
and gallantry for odd years, and these 
traditions and these récords of heroism not 
only had been maintained, but actually had 
been enhanced, by all surviving battalions 
during the Great War.

SOME ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENTS. 


INCREASING PUBLIC INTEREST. 
shú 
From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
5) FLEET STREET, LONDON, Saturday. 


Some disappointment is expressed with the 
amount of business passing in Stock Exchange 
securities, and the fact that there is not a 
more pronounced upward movement in prices. 
Tt cannot be denied, however, that a very 
moticeable improvement has taken place in 
conditions during the past few weeks. Despon- 
dency ‘is no longer a characteristic of markets ; 
the liquidation which had so depressing an 
effect upon prices some time ago has quite 
stopped, and in consequence the general feel 
ing is much more cheerful. Jp several direc. 
tions, too, prices have risen substantially, but 
whether as a result mostly of bear covering 
or fresh buying it is difficult to say. That the 
improvement in prices has not been more 
general may indicate that public confidence, 
which had been shaken by various untoward 
developments, p/us political uncertainties, has 
not yet been fully restored. 


MORE PUBLIC INTEREST. 

There is more doing for account of the 
public now, and when this demand becomes 
more pronounced a more general and sub- 
stantial imprcvement may be expected. In 
gilt-edged stocks business has quietened down 
a good deal, and this is not surprising. The 
monetary situation of late has assumed a much 
more encouraging aspect, but it may be 
doubted if discount rates will decline suffi- 
ciently to justify a fiesh rise m British 
Government and other 4irst+class investments, 
having regard to the situation as represented 
by a prospective heavy Budget deficit and, 
perhaps, additional taxation. 


INSURANCE SHARES. 

A substantial improvement has taken place 
ately in the leading Insurance shares, so that 
much of the decline registered a little while 
ago, when everything outside the gilt-edged 
group was depressed, has now been made 

ood. ‘The recovery has been assisted by ihe 
issues of encouraging, reports for 1930. Insur- 
ance companies are very large holders of 
Stock Exchange securities; indeed, some of 
them are in the fortunate position of being 
able to pay the dividend to shareholders out 
of the income derived from investments. Not 
unnaturally, therefore, some misgiving was 
felt as to the extent to which these important 
institutions might be affected by the deprecia- 
tion of market values. The reports of the 
great companies showed that either there has 
been no depreciation in the aggregate, or that 
it has been provided for, and, taken us a 
whole, the position was stronger at the end 
of the year than before. Like the investment 
trusts, the insurance companies probably hold 
& certain proportion of ordinary stocks and 
shares, but in the main the funds are invested 
in gilt-edged securities, which, of course, have 
appreciated very considerably during the last 
year or two. 


A CONTRAST WITH BANK SHARES 

It is largely because of the great strength 
of the financial position that people are con- 
tent to purchase Insurance Shares on a very 
moderate immediate yield basis, the returns 
ranging from 6 down to 3 per cent., or less. 
It is confidently helieved that in time cur- 
rent quotations will be justified in time by 


bigger dividends. In this respect Insurance 
Shares differ essentially from Bank Shares. | 
The banks are also large holders of securities. 
mainly of the gilt-edged type, but last vear’s 
experience showed that they are not immune 
from trade depression. A general reduction 
in profits was experienced in 1930, and one of 
the “ Big Five ” considered it advisable to re- 
duce its dividend.

FIXED TRUSTS. 

Discussing the relative merits of Banking

ittle while ago was a novel form of invest- 
ment in this country. It relates to what are 
known as fixed trusts—that is to say, under- 
takings that acquire holdings in a certain 
number of specified securities, invariably or- 
dinary shares and stocks, and db not vary 
the holding except in very exceptional cir- 
cumstances. Units are issued against these 
securities, and a purchaser of such units ob- 
tains whatever benefit accrues from an in- 
‘estment in the particular securities selected 
by the trust, the benefit varying according to 
the number of units purchased. The selection 
of securities relates to companies that can 
show a satisfactory record of profits and divi- 
dends over a long period. One advantage 
claimed for-the system is that the chance of 
depreciation of capital is greatly lessened, 
partly because the securities cover a diverse 
number of industries: What is called the 
human element is eliminated, which means 
that there is no chance of loss through the 
unwise or inefhcient management of the trust. 
for when the securities have been acquired, 
virtually no management—merely routine 
work—is called for. Periodically, holders of 
the units receive the proportion of dividends 
paid by the selected companies, plus any in- 
come derived from the sale of rights, bonus 
Shares, etc., such rights being sold in the 
market. 


FOR AND AGAINST. 

In favour of the system it is pointed out 
that if an investor took units in such a 
fixed trust formed, say, in 1913, he would 
by this time be very much richer. But therc 
Is no certainty that securities acquired re- 
cently will become very much valuable in a 
similar ensuing period. and at least the argu- 
ment is two-edged. If a fixed trust had been 
formed in this country 17 er 18 vears ago it 
would have acquired, présumably, British- 
American and Imperial Tohacco Shares. Wat- 
ney Combe Deferred, and some electrical 
issues. but probably it would also have 
bought some Home Railway Ordinary Stoc's 
shares in the Iron, Coal and Steel group. 
and, possibily, Royal Mail Steam Ordinary and 
United Molasses. all of which have depre- 
ciated heavily These fixed trusts have de- 
veloped very greatly in America, and ap- 
parently the securities bought are only sold 
in the event of an ordinary dividend not being 
paid. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE INVEST- 
MENT TRUSTS. 


This, it would seem, is a weakness of the 
scheme, for a sale for that reason would be 
made at a price showing a heavy loss. In 
this respect the system differs essentially 
from that governing the operation of jinvest- 
ment trusts in this country, the directors of 
which are free to change the investments if 
conditions call. for that sten, and perhaps to 
sell a doubtful security before a serious loss 
is incurred. Further, the investment trusts of 
this country are frequently able to buy 
securities on favourable terms—sometimes be- 
cause of the position they hold as under- 
writers, while a result of realisation of in- 
vestments may enable them to make fresh 
investments more advantageously than other. 
wise would be the case. There is a good 
deal to be said in favour of the fixed trust 
that restricts its interest to one particular 
hlock of Securities, but, on the whofe it 
would seem that the svstem is bv no means 
Superior fo an investment in the ordinary 
or deferred stock of one of our own soundly. 
managed investment trust companies, 


FINANCIAL | 
PARAGRAPHS. 
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THE OUTLOOK. 

Politics are puzzling the Stock Exchange, 
and uncertainty as to what may result from 
the present curious situation is largely 
responsible for the apathetic condition of 
most markets (writes 7’he Sunday Times). 
Gold shares, as expected, are proving a Jaw 
ulito themselves, and the renewed buying of 
foreign bonds may be taken to imply that 
many investors prefer to place their capital 
abroad while home affairs are so unsettled. 
On monetary grounds optimism is. justified 
by the resumption of gold purchases by the 
Bank of England, but there are so many 
other. factors affecting gilt-edged stocks that 
a sustained upward. movement cannot be 
reckoned on, at all events, until the Budyet 
is out of the way. Signs of trade recovery 
are few and fitful, the unemployment figures 
are menacing, and every three out of four 
reports of industrial companies relating to 
the past year record a falling off in profits. 
In these circumstances it is not surprising 
that industrials are slow to return to 
popularity. To sum up, gilt-edged stocks 
aid foreign bonds seem most likely to attract 
the investor, while the speculator should find 

is best opportunities among mining shares, 
In some quarters it is thought that oil shares 
are capable of shaking off their prolonged 
Gepression. though the outlook for the next 
batch of dividends is by no means promising. 
As regards rubbers, the recent public dis- 
cussion of the industry’s problems merely 
emphasised the difficulties. Tea shares, like 
other industrial markets, must wait their 
turn, which may come when taxation and 
political uncertainties are less in evidence.

DANISH BACON EXCLUDED FROM 
CANAD

weekly meeting of the Manchester Bacon 
Committee, but whether the unexpected 
arrival of summerlike weather will tend to 
check the demand remains to be seen. It 1s 
interesting to note that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has issued an Order in Council putting 
an embargo on imported Danish bacon on the 
ground that foot-and-mouth disease is preva- 
lent in Denmark. ‘This ends the attempt of 
Danish Co-operative bacon factories to invade 
the Canadian market. ‘The Danes had secured 
a.chartet for a subsidiary Canadian Company 
which established an agency in Montreal, and 
had imported 29,000lbs. of bacon tnis year. 
After paying a duty of 13 cents a lb. they 
could Jay the bacon down at Montreal 
at rather below 29 cents per lib. 
as compared with 4 ruling — price 
of. 35 cents for good Canadian bacon. 
They are now closing the Montreal Agency. 
It is emphatically denied by the Danes, how- 
ever, that foot-and-mouth disease is pre- 
valent in Denmark. It 1s admitted that there 
raay be sporadic cases of this disease in Den- 
mark, as well as in other. countries with 
large herds of dairy cattle, but the infection 
is certainly not prevalent.

LIGHT BLUES LEAD ALL

AMBRIDGE beat Oxford in the boat 
race from Putney to Mortlake on 
Saturday by two and a half lengths, in 

19 mins. 26 secs. From start to finish the 
Light Blues led, and not for one length 
throughout the four and a quarter miles did 
Brocklebank and his men deviate from perfect 
oarsmanship. Apart from the actual result, 
the race showed beyond any doubt the vast 
superiority of the Light Blues. Oxford's 
best piece of rowing, strangely enough, came 
after Barnes Bridge, when it was palpable 
that only a crew of supermen could overhaul 
the Cambridge Eight. 

If ever there was a perfect rowing machine 
Cambridge were that. From bow to cox- 
swain, there was complete harmony and 
unity of wy “de and, unlike last year, 
Brocklebank did not have to ask the men 
behind him for a supreme effort. Striking 
the slightly slower rate, the Light Blues 
went in front along the Fulham football 
ground, and thereafter there was little doubt 
about their strength. Holdsworth, the 
Oxford stroke, challenged just short of the 
mile post, and Edmett went very near the 
Cambridge water. 


PERFECT RHYTHM. 


Hammersmith Bridge was shot by Cam- 
bridge two lengths in front, and still the 
eight men were rowing with perfect rhythm. 
(oxford' were rowing within themselves, but 
the first hint of any anxiety came when Clive, 
their number six, turned his head twice com- 
ing back on his stroke to look at the rival 
crew. At Cheswick Steps three lengths 
separated the boats, and soon after the water 
was choppy. Here it was that Oxford may 
have had a chance, but their watermanship 
was not equal to taking advantage of the 
chance, whereas Cambridge went chrough this 
rough piece with delightful ease. All the 
time the Oxford stroke had set the higher 
striking rate without being able to make any 
impression upon the other boat, and he did 
not make that last call upon his crew, which 
— of those following the race thought he 
would. 

At Barnes Bridge Oxford were seen at their 
best. Three and a half lengths divided the 
boats as Cambridge shot the bridge, and then 
Oxford, going well forward on the stroke, 
sent their craft sweeping through the water. 
It was a valiant effort, and showed plainly 
that the Dark Blues were not rowed out, but 
it was an effort that might have been made 
with profit at an earlier stage. 

As a race it was rather disappointing, for 
Oxford were expected to do even better than 
last vear’s crew, which was beaten by two 
lengths. That Cambridge did tecord time 
to Hammersmith Bridge—7 mins. 11 secs.— 
was due more to Brocklebank’s obvious wish 
to see what sort of a challenge his rivals had 
to offer than to any serious resistaúce on the 
part of Oxford. 

To no one more than Brocklebank and 
Carpmael, and. of course, the coxswain, can 
credit, for the Light Blues’ victory be given. 
Cambridge have now won forty-two races 
and Oxford forty, one race having resulted 
in a dead-heat. 

After the race Brocklebank, the Cambridge 
president, said: ‘‘ We have won it again. It 
was a great day for me. Oxford were game 
losers.”’ 

D. E. Tinne, the Oxford president, said: 
‘IT am disappointed, but we did our best. 
I congratulate Cambridge.”’ 


RACE. 
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TRINITY TIE FOR I18TH 
PLACE. 


London Rowing Club, with their No. 1 
eight, on Saturday repeated their win of a 
year ago in the head of the river race from 
Mortlake to Putney. For the reverse order of 
the Universities race course their time was 
19 mins. 24 secs., which was 10 secs. ahead 
of the next best, Jesus, Cambridge, and 14 
secs. in front of the third crew, Pembroke, 
Cambridge 1. Thames Club did 19 mins. 
59 secs.; Pembroke, Cambridge 2, did 19 
mins. 44 secs., and Oxford University 2, 
rowing under the title of Isis Boat Club, were 
sixth in 19 mins, 56 secs. 

One hundred and twenty-eight eight-oared 
crews competed, and in the total of over one 
thousand one hundred men Polytechnic School 
took fourteenth place, while St. Pauls School 
No. 1 crew tied for the forty-seventh and 
forty-eighth positions. 

Lhe Trier Rowing Club from Germany were 
in a triple tie for fifty-seventh to fifty-ninth 
places in the time of 21 mins. Their styie, 
from a technical point of view, left nothing 
to be desired, and undoubtedly there was 
grace in the way they handled their oars. 
ilowever, their speed was far short of stan- 
dard. 

Trinity College, Dublin, made their second 
appearance in the race, and they tied with 
London R.C. No. 7 for eighteenth and nine- 
teenth position in the time of 20 mins. 16 
Secs. Their men were N. W. Gibbon, T. C. 
C. Vance, J. A. Robinson, E. G, Hobart, J. 
A. Shillington, J. Watson, H. D. J. Gargan, 
H. F. McCullagh and R. J O'Neill (vox). 
The crew singled themselves out for the clean 
way in which their oars dipped, but it was 
in the subsequent part of the stroke that they 
suffered in comparison with other eights. 
It could not be said that there was anything 
in the way of raggedness in their rowing, but 
their technique lacked just that little which 
made all the difference between good time and 
moderate. 

The Dublin men rowed a fine race with the 
crew which had set off simultaneously with 
them from Mortlake, and evidently the 
others entered into the spirit of the Insh 
competition. At any rate, each stroke 
watched the other as occasion allowed. There 
were about thirty crews from Oxford and 
Cambridge, and Trinity College, Dublin, justly 
earned the favourable place which they occu- 
pied among the English Universities men in 
the final reckoning up, and the keen way in 
which the Dublin men “fought ” against 
time gained for them quite one of the heartiest 
bursts of applause which came from the tens 
of thousands of people on Putney Bridge and 
on either bank at the finishing point.
